the abuse and persecution to which 
men of ability and standing are sub- 
jected Ti-henjihey offer their sendees to 
the people is largely responsible for 
the marked decline in the grade of of- 
fice holders. They simply refuse to be- 
come targets of vicious and venomous 
tongues in return 'for the honor of 
holding a position of public trust. The 
result is thafmen of a low type are 
usurping, the functions and powers of 
government and are controlling our 
politics.

Xo man could say face to face to 
another the things that were said of 
Mr. Kohler without being called to ac- 
count by law or personal assault.

was a degrading and disgusting spec- 
tacle. 


Mr. Kohler had eoiiirrmtecl no of-

He successfully weath- 
ered this campaign of defamation and 
because he is courageous he has con- 
tinued to defy muck-rakers and tra- 
ducers.

His character is 
defamed by a croud of noisy, irrespon- 
sible demagogic politicians.

As we 
have said, there are not many men of 
ability and standing who would sub- 
mit to it in order to attain an office, 
the sole reward of which would be the 
appreciation of the people for a ser- 
vice honorably and competently dis- 
charged. Why is it that this situation 
exists? Why do the people tolerate it 
when they must know that its inevi- 
table consequences are to put into leg- 
islative bodies and executive offices 
men of questionable character, medio- 
cre ability and utterablv unreliable?

It would seem to us that Wisconsin 


could well be made the headquarters of 
the league organized by the Knights 
of Columbus for the laudable purpose 
of combating defamation in political 
campaigns.

against scurrilous abuse and attacks as 
to cause them to vote against any can- 
didate who stoops to such methods or 
whose supporters resort to them.

PENSION LEGISLATION 


The Veterans administration 
at 


Washington is mighty busy these 
days. In fact, it is swamped. Legisla- 
tion enacted in the last session is re- 
sponsible. Some of the logical results 
seem to have been overlooked in that 
legislation. At least, little or nothing 
was said about them. The new law pro- 
vides that in filing claims for disability 
it is not necessary for war veterans to 
prove that such disability is due to mil- 
itary service. 
A moderate number of 


applications were expected under this 
liberal rule. But to the new claims are 
now added more than 600,000 de- 
claims of World war veterans which 
were formerly refused 
because the 


claimants could not prove that their 
disablement originated in sen-ice. And 
to this horde are added about 120,000 
new claims by Spanish war veterans 
for increased pensions under recent 
legislation. 


It is estimated that the Veterans ad- ' 


ministration, which has absorbed the 
Veterans bureau, Pension bureau and 
Matronal Soldiers home, will* expend 
$1,000.000,000 during the present fiscal 
year. This may be all right. The right- 
ness or wrongness is not being dis- 
cussed. It is impossible, however, not 
to speculate on the outlook. It looks as 
if the nation, after all the pains taken 
to avoid it during the World ivar and 
afterward, is in for another Civil war 
aftermath of pensions on a far vaster 
scale.

growth of the Country life com- 
mission, 
appointed 
by Theodore 


Roosevelt In 1908 to investigate ru- 
ral conditions in the Cniied Siates. 
Colnclder.tly the association- wai 
formed m Baltimore the day Pres. 
Roosevelt died. 


"Historically, the. American Coun- 


try Life conference begins with a 
conversation tetween Theodore Roo- 
sevelt and Sir Horace Plunkett, the 
famous rural statesman of Ireland, 
when Roosevelt waa president of the 
United States," the Wisconsin col- 
lege of agricUture said. "Plunkett 
had been active in the rural devel- 
opment of his own country especially 
with the dairy-men of his country. 
It has been said that he suggested 
to the President a. national move- 
ment In country life and that Roose- 
velt talked the matter over with 
Gov. Gifford Pinchot, of Pennsylva- 
nia, then chief forester of the Unit- 
ed States, 


"In Liberty Hyde Bailey, then 


cean of the New Tork college of ag- 
riculture, became chairman of a na- 
tional commission on country life 
after a great deal of persuasion on 
the part of the President The com- 


mteion wa» given a mm of money 
from the Russell Sage foundation 
because It did not receive any ap- 
propriation from the national govern- 
ment Others OB th* committee were: 
Gifford Piachot, tne forester; Walter 
Page. later editor of the World's 
Work and Ambassador of England; 
Charles Barrett, for many 
years 


president of tee Farmers ducatlon- 
al and Cooperative Union; William 
Beard, a Pacific coast 
representa- 


tive, and Henry Wallace, of Iowa, 
founder of Wallace's Farmer. This 
was the preliminary «tup of the 
commission. Tbls commission held 
meetings la various sections of the 
country and made a report to Con- 
gress in 1908. 


"In 1912 the report -was found and 


rehashed for a period of two years. 
As a result of this report, some of 
the country's largest rural organiz- 
ations appointed special rural depart- 
ments. 


"Following the war to 1919, the 


commission called a conference in 
Baltimore, known as the 1st national 
Country Life conference. The Coun- 
try Life Association was formed at 
this conference.

are made up of those chosen from 
the precincts. 
The precincts rep- 


resentatives also serve on the sena- 
torial district and congressional dis- 
trict committees. 
It is their duty 


to select new candidates in the e\ ent 
candidates withdraw from the race 
or die before election day. 


The precinct party representatives 


also furnish the names for eaitable 
electors to serve on the board of 
registry and election for the next 


tiro year*. With the exception of 
Milwaukee, each precinct la 
the 


state selects one person for a period 
of two years.

atone, nomination papers are filed 
for one comuutteemaa for each po- 
litical party from each ward, lowc 
and Tillage.

the party are to carry out intensive 
campaigns for their group, a full 
representative fa essential from each

ment pointed out. These groups flit 
vacancies caused by death of their 
party candidate which occur after 
the primary and before the genera] 
election.
